Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: We discussed the 1 12 and 101 rejections. Applicant thought that 
there was sufficient disclosure in the specification to understand how to use the pump pressure to control the pilot relief 
valve. Applicant indicated that on page 56 line 3- "By repeating the above mentioned processs constantly, the pressure 
of the working oil supplied from the pump 42 is controlled to be higher, by a maximum pressure of 20 kg/cm2, than the 
pressure of the working oil" clearly indicates that this is a feedback control, based on the pump pressure. 
The examiner disagreed. One of ordinary skill in the hydraulic circuit control art, would understand the above statement 
is consistant with controlling the pilot pressure (in line 67) based on the load pressure (from 47 or 48); without the need 
for using the pump pressure to calculate the pilot pressure, since the pump pressure is applied to open the pressure 
relief valve (45), against the pilot pressure. 

Applicant faxed the examiner several pages for this interview, which included a graph of pump pressure verses time for 
an ideal situation (3), for the relief valve controlled without using the pump pressure (4) and for the relief valve 
controlled using the pump pressure (5). Clearly, from the graph, applicant has discovered that even with a relief valve 
controlled solely by load pressure, the pump pressure has areas where it is very diffferent from what is desired. From 
the graph and applicant's discussion of a closed loop feedback of the pump pressure, one of ordinary skill in the 
hydraulic control circuit art would have understood how to make a closed loop feedback of the pump pressure as 
compared to a desired pump pressure, as well as an open loop feedback of the pump pressure calculated based on 
load pressure; such as the open loop controls the pilot pressure valve (46) under normal circumstantes, but when the 
error rate calculated from a difference between the actual and desired pump pressures is larger than a particular value, 
the pilot pressure valve is controlled to decrease this error rate. 

But the graph is not in the specification, and without the graph or a statement of either how or why the pump pressure 
is needed to calculate the pilot pressure, one of ordinary skill in the hydraulic control circuit art would not have 
understood how to use the pump pressure to control the pilot valve, without undue experimentation. Clearly, the flash 
of inspiration of this invention is recognizing that the pump pressure for a load responsive pressure relief valve diverges 
significantly from the desired pump pressure. Once this flash of inspiration is known, one of ordinary skill in the 
hydraulic control circuit art would have understood how to make a closed loop feedback control to overcome this 
problem. But without disclosing either the reason for using the pump pressure or how to use the pump pressure, one of 
ordinary skill in the hydraulic control circuit art would not have understood how to use the pump pressure to control the 
pilot valve, without undue experimentation. 

Applicant's attorney stated that the invention can be used without undue experimentation, to be further explained in a 
written reqsponse.
